monia Tuesday continued to take a 
big toll in many parts of Great Bri- 
tain and northern Ireland. The big 
cities were the worst sufferers, not- 
ably Glasgow, Liverpool and Belfast. 


At Belfast influenza was raging 


unchecked. 
Doctors were 
sorely 


pressed and glad to accept any help 
that the Red Cross detachment might 
offer. 


The Belfast Telegraph printed four 


columns of obituary notices. Grave 
diggers were working overtime and 
gardeners were employed to 
help 


them. Among the deaths within a 
week were those of the Rev. Robert 
Jackson, his mother and two sisters. 


The unemployed were being re- 


cruited to help the grave diggers in 
Glasgow. Of 1,112 deaths there last 
week 654 were due either to pneumo- 
nia of influenza. At Paisley, a few 
miles distant, the death rate last 
week was 43 per thousand. 
More 


than half of these deaths were due 
to influenza. 


Fifty schools in Liverpool 
were 


closed. A large proportion of 
the 


city's deaths was certified as being 
due to influenza and pneumonia.

President Praises Budget 


System — Director Lord 


Says Expenses Grow

federal 


government, in President Coolidge's 
opinion, is "the best conducted big 
business in the world." 


He expressed this view Monday- 


night in making his final address to 
the government business organiza- 
tion at its semi-annual meeting. Ii 
addition, the chief executive review- 
ed the accomplishments of the budg- 
et system of regulating national 
expenditures in the eight years that 
it has been in operation, thanked 
government employes generally for 
helping to make it a success and 
urged a 
continued 
"constructive" 


economy as essential 
to national 


prosperity. 


President Coolidge said It would he 


a "great mistake" to suppose that 
"we can continue our national pros- 
perity" unless we continue to in- 
sist upon constructive economy in 
government." 


The chief executive declared that 


the budget system, "put into oper- 
ation to save the country from ec- 
onomic disaster," had been fully jus- 
tified by the results of its eight 
years of operation. He paid tribute 
to Brigadier General Herbert M. 
Lord, director of the budget bureau, 
and the "great rank and file of the 
government personnel" for the co- 
operation which he said had made 
the system a success. 


The president's address was deliv- 


ered at the sixteenth regular meet- 
ing "of the 
business 
organization. 


The sessions are, held semi-annually 
and are attended by cabinet officers.'. 
heads of governmental bureaus anc 
federal employes charged with the 
responsibility of disbursing federal 
funds. 


EXPENSES GROWING 


General Lord, 
the 
only other 


speaker of the evening, declared that 
a steady increase in national expen- 
ditures must be expected, a circum- 
stance which, he said, 
must not 


weaken 
the government's budget 


policy. As one means of averting a 
threatened deficit for the present 
fiscal year, he recommended that 
vacancies be allowed to- remain un- 
filled until after June 30, bringing 
about a saving which he estimated 
at "the far from negligible sum of 
$12,500,000." 


After enumerating the accomplish- 


ments of the last eight years, Mr. 
Coolidge declared that much remain 
ed to be done. In spite of determin- 
ed efforts for economy, savings in in- 
terest due to reduction of the na- 
tional debt, and four reductions in 
taxes, he said, government expen- 
ditures are showing a tendency to 
increase. Bills pending in congress a 
short time ago, he estimated, would 
have doubled the annual national 
outlay, while measures are now on 
the congressional calendars, approv- 
ed by committee, which would, If 
passed, cost the government more 
than a billion dollars. But for a pol- 
icy of rigid economy he said many 
of these would have become law. 


"It "would be a great mistake to

Every now and then something hap- 


pens to prove that the human race has 
almost unlimited capacities for sacri- 
fice and 
self-forgetfulness. 
Unfortu- 


nately, however, this great capacity 
can be put to work for a destructive 
purpose quite as easily as for a con- 
structive one. During the recent re- 
bellion in Afghanistan, when the semi- 
barbaric armies were marching on the 
capital, it looked as if foreigners liv- 
ing there were going to be put in great 
danger. So a group of British army 
aviators undertook to remove them to 
safety. A huge military bomber, cap- 
able of carrying two dozen passengers, 
and two smaller planes were flown to 
the capital from a base in British India. 
In a week they had carried a great 
number of. foreigners, mostly women 
and children, out of frenzied Afghan- 
istan to the safety of British territory. 


The feat went almost unnoticed in 


the daily press, but it was as thrilling 
as^ anything aviators have done in 
years. Atrocious weather made flying 
dangerous. To complete the trip the 
aviators had to soar high over the 
Himalayas, where the least 
mishap 


would mean death. Snow storms and 
high winds complicated an already 
perilous assignment. The flyers wore 
themselves to the point of exhaustion 
and risked their lives over and over 
again. 


A story like that makes good read- 


ing. One likes to think of those young 
Englishmen, accepting 
such tasks 


without thought of their own safety, 
ignoring all danger in order to ge£ a 
group of helpless women and children 
to safety. 
It proves once more the 


courage and unselfishness that are in- 
herent in the human heart. But there 
is another way. of looking at it, not so 
encouraging. 
The same bravery and 


loyalty that sent those flyers over the 
Himalayas on their rescue mission 
would send them, in time of war, to 
dare even greater risks in order to 
spread death and destruction. 
They 


would take their lives in their hands— 
not to carry women and children to 
safety, but to carry bombs that would 
fall on defenseless towns and 
blow 


women and children to bits. 


The spirit of the flyers themselves 


would be precisely the same. They 
would be sustained by exactly the 
same combination of faithful courage 
and willingness to sacrifice their own 
lives for the sake of an intangible 
ideal. They would go out to kill with 
just the same nobility of purpose that 
they went out to save. That does not 
apply to aviators alone, of course. 
It 


holds good all along the line. Our fin- 
est, noblest emotions are what make 
war possible. The navy divers who 
won the Congressional Medal of Hon- 
or for their bravery in trying to save 
the men on the sunken S-4 would risk 
their lives just as gallantly, in time of 
war, to send other men to the bottom 
forever. 


Our hearts, it must be, are greater 


than our heads. We have within us the 


EDUCATING FOR WORLD 


PEACE 


Dr. John Herman Randall, president 


of the World Unity foundation, opened 
a conference of that organization with 
a plea for world peace by education. 
There can be lasting peace in no other 
way. If there is ever a true "interna- 
tional mind" created among the na- 
tions, it will come by educating people 
above their jingo prejudices. 


Education is operating to that end 


now. The best educated cultured people 
are, as a rule, the most tolerant and 
understanding toward other" national- 
ities and get along with them most 
easily. But the masses lag far behind. 
Science is international already. Fi- 
nance and business are largely interna- 
tional. 
Art is largely international. 


Most of the things we teach in school 
and college have nothing to do with 
nationalist prejudice. Only history in- 
struction remains strongly national. 


Over-emphasis of the merits of one's 


own country and under-emphasis of 
the merits of other countries are hard 
to overcome. To narrow-minded per- 
sons, tolerance and appreciation of 
foreigners is unpatriotic. We are al- 
ways in the right, and nations with 
whom.we have a difference of opinion 
are always in the wrong. It is mainly 
this inbred feeling that causes wars, by 
preparing the soil for them. 


"As a man thinketh in his heart, so 


is he." And so he acts. 
And so his 


country acts, when there are enough of 
him. It is wrong thinking, in the name 
of patriotism and righteousness, that 
makes wars and all their evils. Boys 
and girls must be educated into right 
thinking. This process is going on, 
but slowly. 
It may take generations 


yet to develop mass-thinking to a point 
where people will rally to preserve 
peace as readily as they now rally to 
go to war.

NEED MORE SUNLIGHT 


New York city finds it is getting 


only 60 per cent of its natural quota of 
sunlight this winter, and is worried 
about it. The other 40 per cent is lost 
in the smoke blanket which covers the 
city. 


"Aside from its menace to shipping 


and aviation," says "a metropolitan 
health publication, "the smoke nui- 
sance has a health aspect which is too 
important to be ignored. Sunlight is 
nature's greatest gift to man. It cannot 
be rejected without serious consequen- 
ces to the human organism. The few 
hours of sunlight that are vouchsafed 
us in winter are too valuable to be 
squandered in a blanket of smoke. At 
a time when respiratory diseases are 
at their height we cannot afford 
to 


shut off our normal supply of protec- 
tive 
ultra-violet 
radiation with a 


smoke screen that is itself an added 
irritant to the delicate membranes of 
the respiratory tract." 


Other cities, burning a larger pro- 


portion of soft coal than New York, 
suffer from this cause. 
The smoke 


shuts off the health-giving rays which 
are all too scant at best in the winter 
months. The loss can be supplied in in- 
dividual cases by ultra-violet lamps 
and cod-liver oil, but these substitutes 
are expensive and troublesome, and 
never likely to come into general use. 
The real remedy is more effective com- 
bustion of coal and greater use of 
smoke consumers. And Appleton is no 
exception. The smoke nuisance here 
has become serious. 
It is bad for 


health, it costs many thousands of dol- 
lars nf damage, and it is generally dis- 
agreeable. We ought to take real' mea- 
sures to abate it.

TONSILS 


The American householder is ofte 


asked to believe life is made peri 
ous chiefly by microbes that lur 
here and there and under the sin 
unless some member of the house 
hold makes the rounds every da 
applying some kind of antiseptic o 
purifying nostrum or raising som 
kind of — well, frightful odor t 
banish the horrid microbes.- I am 
not exaggerating at all. This i 
only one of the many absurd thing 
the credulous laity is taught to be 
lieve nowadays. All I refrain from 
saying is who teaches 'em. You'] 
have to figure that out for yoursell 
I advise you to devote a little tune 
to it, for it may mean a substantia 
saving to you, both in money and in 
health. 


May I not state two simple facts 


about disease germs for the enlight 
enment and assurance of those who 
fail to see the humor or the absurd 
ity in the idea of disease germs 
"lurking" anywhere. First, disease 
germs cannot travel, not a fraction 
of an inch, unless they are carried 
or conveyed. This fact alone should 
be sufficient to rob the "lurking' 
germs of their terrors. If there 
really are any wicked microbes hid 
ing under the sink or back in th 
alley or in the lea of a snowbank 
(as one imaginative editor suggested) 
let 'em stay there. They are quite 
powerless to do you any harm so 
long as nobpdy gathers them up and 
puts them in your mouth or nose 
The second fact that is comforting 
to know is that disease germs can 
survive only a few minutes in a 
virulent or potent 
condition after 


they have been separated from their 
host, the human or animal or inseci 
body that harbors them. This fact 
explains why one will not catch 
smallpox, diphtheria or tuberculosis 
say, unless one has quite intimate 
contact with the host of the germ in 
question: it also explains -why it is 
so hard to find an actual instance ol 
infection of an individual with a dis 
ease through 
mere contact -with 


clothing:, furniture or objects 
that 


have been perhaps contaminated by 
the victim of the disease. It also 
spoils some of those romantic yarns 
about people catching leprosy from 
innocently occupying a bed that has 
been recently used by a leper.

Battle Against Boll Weevil Successfully 


Houston, Tex. — (XP)— From Feb- 


ruary 5 to -1 Houston and the south 
will celebrate the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of one of the most pictures- 
que 
educational 
systems In the 


•world — cooperative farm demon- 
stration. 


It was from this city that the first 


special agents fared forth in 1904 on 
a mission that now has expanded 
to more than a million farm famil- 
ies. They went out to conduct 
a 


lone demonstration of better farming 
as a protection against the cotton 
boil weevil, but they laid the found- 
ation for a practice which, with state 
an federal aid, encompasses every 
phase of farm and home life and is 
carried forward today by more than 
2,300 county agricultural agents and 
more than 900 county home-demon- 
stration agents. 


The story unfolds logically and 


rapidly. Sweeping up from the ilex- 
ican border in 1901 and 1902, the boU 
weevil devastated cotton ii* Texas 
and threw the entire state into a 
panic. Citizens of Terrell, Texas, in- 
vited Dr. Seeman A. Knapp one of 
the country's foremost 
agricultur- 


ists, to address them. 
They 
had 


heard of his theory that most farm 
ills could be corrected 
by 
proper 


t methods of farming. They asked for 
ra demonstration. 


A guaranty of $1,500 to protect the 


'farmer-demonstrator against possi- 
ble loss was subscribed, and Walter 
C. Porter volunteered his land for 
the venture. One hundred acres were 
devoted to a. demonstration of di- 
versified farming —cotton, corn and 
cowpeas. Good preparation, 
cultiva- 


tion and the use of good seed result- 
ed in Porter making $700 more from 
his land than the community aver- 
age. 


The demonstration made such an 


impression that in February, 1904, 
Dr. Knapp sent 38 "special agents" 
from his Houston headquarters to 
work in east Texas and Louisiana. 
Among them were J. A. Evans, now 
assistant chief of the federal office of 
cooperative extension, and W. D. 
Bently, assistant director of Oklaho- 
ma agricultural and mechanical col- 
lege extension service. They drove 
hundreds of miles by horse and bug- 
gy to demonstrate the 
efficacy of 


"book farming." 


Soon the ideas of making boys the 


demonstrators of better farming' was 
launched and captivated the whole 
country. In 1908 boy corn clubs were 
formed, and the youngsters became 
so eager to join the work that they

FRESHEN COWS IN 


FALL TO SECURE 


BEST PRODUCTION 


Methods Are Discussed b: 


Department of Agricuitun 
in Farmers7 Bulletin

The season of the year for cows 


to freshen most favorable to milk 
production, keeping records of dairy 
production, housing 
dairy cows in 


winter, whitewashing stables, groom 
ing cows and bedding, method tnd 
order or feeding, water 
and salt, 


are a few of the subjects treated in 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 1470, U. S. De 
partment of Agriculture, on "Care 
and Management of Dairy Cows.' 
The value of the bulletin to dairy 
men is anticipated in the following 
excerpts. 


Cows that freshened 
in the fal 


months ranked highest in average 
yearly (production of milk and but- 
ter, in cost of feed, and in income 
over cost of feed; and the cows that 
freshened 
in the winter 
months 


ranked second in these respects: on 
the average, those cows that calvec 
in the spring and summer produced 
the least milk and butterfat and re- 
turned the smallest income over cost 
of feed. 


The cost of feed was 
considerably 


higher for the winter freshening of 
cows than for cows freshening in 
the summer months. 
This 
is no 


doubt due to the fact that the for- 
mer produced the most milk and 
therefore required the heaviest 
tion when the cost of feed was the 
highest. 


Cows that calve in the spring us- 


ually give a big flow of milk during 
the summer months 
when feed is 


cheap. Butterfat is also usually low 
in price at that season. 
Then too, 


the spring freshening cow is very 
likely to receive a severe setback in 
milk production when the heat, flies, 
and short pasture appear. It is diffi- 
cult to get her back to high produc- 
tion during- the fal! and winter and 
consequently 
she must be carried 


through the winter 
on 
expensive 


feeds with a very small margin of 
profit. 


MUST KEEP RECORDS 


In order properly to manage a 


herd of dairy cows, It is necessary 
to keep records. 
The system need 


not be elaborate, but should be suf- 
ficient to furnish accurate informa- 
tion on milk and butterfat produc- 
tion of individual animals and quan- 
tity of feed consumed. In addition, 
breeding dates should be recorded 
and a plan of identification and reg- 
istration of the 
purebred 
animals 


should be followed. 


The principal reason for keeping 


milk-production i-ecords is to shotr 
definitely which cows are profitable 
and which are 
not- 
The 
inferior 


cows can then be dUposed of and 
better ones kept for production and 
breeding purposes. Another impor- 
tant reason for keeping daily rec- 
ords is that they furnish informa- 
tion which is used as a basis for 
feeding. Cows should be fed accord-: 
ing to the amount of milk and but- 
terfat produced, and the daily pro- 
ductio-i must be known.

BOOSTS CALF CARE 


Careful Selection of Ances 


tors Is Necessary to Se 
cure Good Animal

In proportion to the increase 
o 


outside demand for "Wisconsin dairj 
cattle, the interest of farmers in th 
rearing of calves is becoming mor 
and more intensive and active. 
In 


the calf rearing business, the choice 
of a calf from a dam of satisfactory 
milk production is the first essential 
To get capacity and 
size In the 


heifer required for good milk pro 
duction, feed for the calf and 
the 


heifer is the second essential. In 
production heifers do not as a rule 
advance far beyond their immediate 
ancestors and calves and 
heifers 


that shift for themselves in getting 
feed do not develop into large, strong 
COW8. 


Experiments conducted a few years 


ago by Messrs. Morrison and Rupe! 
of the College of Agriculture are in 
valuable to dairymen who are rais 
ing calves for their own use or for 
the market demand of outside dairy 
men. The report of the experiments 
are recorded In Bulletin 388, Agri 
cultural Experiment Station, Univer 
sity of "Wisconsin. 


In the six experiments conducted, 


a check lot was fed each year a ra- 
tion consisting of a 
fairly 
liberal 


amount of skimmilk (not over 14 
pounds a head daily), clover hay. 
and a mixture of corn, oats, wheat 
bran, and 
linseed 
meal. To six 


months of age these calves gained 
on the average 1.77 pounds a head 
daily, an excellent gain. 


Each year another lot wore raised 


on a ration suited to market milk 
and 
condensery 
districts. 
These 


calves were fed no skimmilk, but re- 
ceived a minimum amount of whole- 
milk (not over 400 pounds per calf 
rom birth). 
A simple concentrate 


mixture, rich in protein, was fed. 
consisting of equal parts of ground 
corn, ground oats, wheat bran and 
inseed meal. At 
seven to 
nine 


weeks of age the milk feeding was 
discontinued, and the calves were 
ed only this mixture, with hay. 
water and salt, no expensive calf 
meal being fed any time.

AH detours, he declared, should be 


chosen carefully with sufficient time 
allowed to select roads bert suited to 
the traffic while the regular route Is 


under 
construction.

ing detours are: the shortest possible 
route; safety of the. route; expendi- 
tures necessary to handle the re- 
quired traffic, and future importance 
of the road selected a« a detour.

Washington — Perhaps It is not 


generally known that almost any 
visitor to Washington can enter the 
White House without much to-do; 
perhaps a card from a congressman, 
sometimes not even that if appear- 
ances are fairly good and the story 
sounds plausible. 


And what is the Interior of the 


White House like—this big mansion 
of which Mrs. Herbert Hoover wil 
become mistress on March 4? 


A visitor Is ushered Into the first 


• floor reception hall, to the left of 


which is the famous East Room with 
•Its glittering chandeliers, gold piano 
velvet curtains and gold chairs. This 
room is known 'as "The Nation's 
Parlor." 


Most anyone can 
see the Red 


Room, the Blue Room, the Green 
Room (though none of them are really 
those colors any more) and can stray 


tinto the big state dining room and 


see the silver wator tankard and the 
massive walnut furniture. 


UPSTAIRS IS PRIVATE 


The visitor comes out into 
the 


hall again and peers up the magnifi- 
cent staircase. It is at the head of 
this stairway that the president ap- 
pears at diplomatic receptions and 
stands there while the band plays 
"Hail to the Chief." But a visitor 
will never find out what's upstairs 
unless he gets to be president or on 
very chummy terms with one, for 
while the first floor may belong to 
the .public, the second and third 
floors are decidedly private. 


Even official people do not neces- 


sarily "go upstairs" very 
often, 


which Is why even Mrs. Herbert 
Hoover, a member of official Wash- 
ington for years, may have some 
curiosity about this tftuse which is 
to be her home for at least four 
years. 


What, then, is the White House 


ttkfc upstairs where the foot of ordi- 
nary mortal never treads?

He believes that 
Scotland should be represented in 
the imperial scheme, "not as 
the 


pale shadow of England," but 
as 


one of the dominions. 


The nationalist party came into 


existence only last May, but claims 
to have 40 branches north of

staircase or nde the fairly new elec- 
tric elevator up to the second floor 
and land there, he'd find himself in 
a wide hall, running the length of 
the White House and corresponding 
to the hall below. He'd see here the 
famous old black horsehair chairs 
and sofas which were used in his liv- 
ing room by President Lincoln. 


At the end of the hall at the west 


he'd see a businesslike office used 
by Mrs. Coolidge's social secretaries 
and back of this room he'd find the 
president's own study, much more 
informal and personal than the one 
he uses in the regular office wing of 
the White House. This is the old 
Cabinet Room. The president's per- 
sonal 
photographs 
and 
various 


souvenirs cover the tops of the book 
shelves. The desk in this room was 
made from the timber of the ship 
Resolute. 


The private living room is on this 


floor, overlooking the back yard and 
the Potomac. The room is colonially 
furnished, filled with soft cushions 
and chairs, a grand piano, much 
golden chintz, birds In cages, many 
books and flowers everywhere. 


The First Lady has a semi-living 


room of her own, known as the Oval 
Room. 


This room Is in cream and blue 


with pink and blue chintz slips over 
the brocaded chairs and sofas. This 
room, too, has a piano and a daintv 
tea service. The First Lady gener- 
ally receives her own friends in this 
room rather than in the Red Room 
below where she generally receives 
groups sent by congressmen. 
The 


room generally used by the First 
Lady adjoins this room, opening on- 
to a balcony, viewing the river. Mrs. 
Coolidge has had this room entirely 
in colonial style, with a quaint cano- 
pied bed and furniture covered with 
matching cretonne. 


The president's bedroom is also in 


colonial style, though less cretonne is 
visible and a reading chair and lamp 
beside a bed table always heaped with 
books are added. 


On this same floor Is the "Blue 


Guest Room," with the famous enor- 
mous four-poster curtained bed "pre- 
cented by an old resident of Wash- 
ington who was breaking up her 
fiome. The most famous guests sleep 
here. 


Across the hall is "The Rose Suite" 


which at one time contained 
the
